All of the victims were poverty 
stricken men, the lodging house being 
a 15'Cents-a-night affair. Many of them 
were homeless wanderers, and for thiw 
reason the authorities believe that tho 
names of all the victims will never be 
learned.

PANKHURST OUT 
BUT IN SICK BED 


Militant Freed From Jail After 
Hunger and Thirst Strike. 


ÜÜR FRIENDS IN DEFIANCE 


“General” Drummond Asserts Body­ 
guard That Will Face Even Battle. 
ships Will Protect Leader From' Re- 
Arrest. 
* 


Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst, the mili­ 
tant suffragette leader, who was ar­ 
rested at Plymouth, England, Dec. 4, 
on her arrival from tho Unlf.ed States 
aboard the steamship Majestic, was re­ 
leased from tho Exeter jail. 


Mrs. Pankhurst 
began 
a 
hunger 
and thirst strike Immediately follow­ 
ing her arrest. 


Mrs. Pankhurst was driven to a ho­ 
tel. She appeared very weak and Im­ 
mediately retired to bed, in charge of 
a nurse. Mrs. Pankhurst is liberated 
on seven days* license. She Intends to 
proceed to London at the earliest pos 
stble moment. 


The dean of the cathedral at Exeter 
assented at the services to a request 
that a prayer for Mrs. Pankhurst be 
recited. Tho congregation was accord 
ingly invited to pray “for Mrs. Emme­ 
line Pankhurst.” This is probably the 
first time that the name of a convicted 
criminal has been given out in this 
manner in an English church. 


Not anticipating the early release of 
their leader, suffragettes gathered at 
the Empress theater, Earl’s Court, to 
protest against the imprisonment of 
Mrs. Pankhurst. The house was only 
three-quarters 
filled, and “General” 
Mrs. Flora Drummond, who presided, 
explained the empt> sei. 
by ae. using 
the postoilice of tampering with biters 
containing invitation tickets. 


In the course of a speech denounc 
ing the government she exclaimo’: 
' “Heie and now we swear that never 
again will the government get Mrs. 
Pankhurst! We shall organize» a body­ 
guard which will even l:.c*c b:uJo- 
ships.“ 


A resolution demanding the instant 
release of Mrs. Pankhuiat was car­ 
ried with enthusiasm, b:;t as the meet­ 
ing was dispersing the nows of her 
liberation 
was 
announced and was 
greeted with prolonged cheers. 


Several large donations to the cause 
were made and promises of further 
donations given, amounting in all to 
$50,000. This amount Includes $22,500, 
the 
proceeds 
of 
Mrs. Pankhurst's 
American tour. 


Scores of suffragettes invaded St. 
Paul’s cathedral and chanted “God 
save Emmeline Pankhurst." The ser­ 
vice was stopped until the women had 
finished and was then resumed as 
though nothing unusual had happened. 
The suiuai 
then quietly left the 
church. 


Find Lost Ring on Leg of Dead Rat.

A wedding, ring supposed to have 
belonged to Mrs. Harrison E. Walker, 
who, with her husband, James Walker,

fcund when workmen began to re 
nndel the homo she and her husband 
ot cupled. 


The Walkers, who ! '* the east more 
than a yc * a^o, to take up a homo 
stead claim in southern Texas, often 
wondeml vhat had become of Mra. 
Walker’s wedding ring. She thought 
she lost it wiiile washing clothes Jn 
the basement of her old home. 


When the workmen started to re­ 
model the old Walker home on Friday 
they were so hampered^by rats that 
quantities of poison was placed about 
the house.

hundred dead rats lying about on the 
floorB, and on the left front foot of one 
was s gold band.

With iorty days more of life before 
him, John Shushinsld began a hunger 
strike in Jail at Pottsville, ija., to 
cheat the gallows. 


SUushinskj. who 
killed his room­ 
mate while the latter was sleeping, 
was convicted, and Sheriff P. J. Mur­ 
phy read the death warrant to him, 
the date of the execution being fixed 
for .Tan. 15. 


Shushinsld heard the reading in si­ 
lence and refused to speak a word to 
the sheriff or his party, but later de­ 
clared his intention of starving him« 
self to death. 


“I will give Mrs. Pankhurst some 
pointers; Just watch mo.” he declared. 
The prison officials say that Shu- 
shinski went on a hunger strike sev­ 
eral months ago. but was talked out 
of it by his spiritual adviser. They will 
nojt feed him forcibly in order to keep 
him alive, they say. 


Insomnia Victim Kills Himself. 


Declaring that ho had dil*d a thou­ 
sand deaths the lost two weeks as a 
result of a nervous breakdown and in­ 
ability to sleep, Edward F. O’Brien, of 
Los Angeles, Cal., and brother of for­ 
mer District Attorney Joseph O’Brien, 
of Scranton, Pa., shot and killed him­ 
self on the steps of the court house in 
Scranton. lie died several hours after­ 
ward. 


In a letter to his brother, Attorney 
O’Brien, which was found in his pock­ 
et, he said that he had slept only four 
hours in the last week.

Experts laughed when a well-known 
firm of Melbourne grain merchant» 
paid £368 for the wreck of the Jean 
Bart, a French barque which, while 
on a voyage from Antwerp to Walla­ 
roo, ran aground 
in Spencer 
gulf, 
South Australia. 
Her hold quickly 
filled, and it was soon impossible to 
float her. For two month* *ihe was in 
this condition, and the 
owners 
in­ 
structed the captain to sell the wreck 
by auction. 
A number of Austrian 
firms sent representatives to inspect 
the wreck, but none of them thought 
it worth while to buy. The merchants 
in question, however, made a bid and 
the wreck was sold to them for £368. 


They engaged a diver to inspect the 
vessel. 
It was then discovered that 
the damage to the barque was slight, 
and that a hole about a foot in diam­ 
eter, which had been 
torn in 
the 
bows, could easily be repaired. 
The 
work was begun at once, the water 
pumped out of the hold, and ultimately 
the v.essel was towed to Melbourne, 
where it was found that the value of 
the ship and cargo was over £ 12,000. 


This instance of lucky speculation 
in a wrreck is by no means isolated. 
Some time ago a man bought a steam­ 
er which was wrecked off Yorkshire 
for £300. It was not a big ship, says 
the Standard, ?*nt she had a valuable 
cargo on board, and it was feared that 
the bottom had been ripped out of the 
ship and the cargo lost. In the cargo 
was a large number of pictures. Few 
firms cared to touch the business, and 
the underwriters let it go for the sum 
stated. 
But the ship was inspected 
and raised and then, to the surprise 
of everybody, the cargo was discov­ 
ered to be little the worse for its im­ 
mersion. The property sold for near­ 
ly £ 10,000. 


Another lucky speculation was that 
of a man who bought a ship which 
was wrecked with a valuable cargo off 
the coast of Africa. She had been giv­ 
en up as hopeless, and he secured her 
for a mere song. 
Ultimately he suc­ 
ceeded in raising her and towing'her 
to Gibraltar. 
The ship is still sail­ 
ing under another name, and the own­ 
er has made a fortune out of the deal. 


It is pointed out that there are a 
number of wrecks round the shores 
of Britain which would prove very 
profitable to anyone with facilities for 
raising them. 
The vast amount of 
iron and wood in some of the holds 
would pay for the cost of salvage. 
From the Lizard one can see quite a 
number of wrecks on the coast line, 
and it has often been suggested that 
If these were salved systematically a 
profitable business could be built up in 
*his way.—London Tit-Blts.

“The Atlantic, compared with the 
other great oceans, has an unusually 
large area of comparatively shallow 
water 
Of its total area 27.5 per cent 
is covered by water less than 1,000 
fathoms deep; 18 per cent lies between 
1,0(>0 and 2.000 fathoms and 47 per cent 
between 2.000 and 3.000 fathoms; the 
remaining 7.f> per cent is still deeper. 


“At the foot of the continental slope 
lies an illimitable plain of a uniform 
dull, grayish butt color, flat and fea­ 
tureless as the desert, and only diversi­ 
fied by an occasional as yet uncovered 
rock or wreck or the straight line of a 
recently laid cable. 
This plain con­ 
tinues with scarcely a change In scen­ 
ery or in level until we approach the 
great mid-Atlantic ridge. 
As Bruce 
has shown, this ridge, which roughly 
bisects the Atlantic, extends from Ice­ 
land as far south as fifty-three degree« 
of south latitude, with a slight and 
quite inexplicable break Just under the 
equator The ridge runs almost parallel 
with the eastern contour of North and 
South America, which, in turn, as tho 
ordinary map will show, roughly cor­ 
responds with the western contour of

Not Always, by Any Means, According 
to Sir Oliver Lodge. 


Sir Oliver Lodge has attracted a 
tremendous amount of attention by 
telling scientists (of whom he is one) 
that he believes in Immortality in spite 
of science. 
This is not the first time 
he has locked horns with scientific 
dogma. 
In his book, “Modern Prob 
lems,” he affirms that one and one 
do not always make two. 
And this is 
the “almost frivolous” way he makes 
his point: 


“I would contend that, whereas the 
proposition that one added to one 
makes two is abstractedly beneath 
controversy, it need d •( be true for 
the addition of concrcle things. 
It is 
not true for two globules of mercury, 
for instance, nor for a couple of collid­ 
ing stars; not true for a pint»of water 
added to a pint of oil or vitriol, nor 
for nitric oxide added to oxygen, nor 
for the Ingredients of an explosive 
mixture; not necessarily true, either, 
for snakes in a cage, or for capital in- 
rested in a business concern, flour­ 
ishing or otherwise, nor Is it true, save 
In a temporary manner, for a couple 
of trout added to a pond. 
Life can 
make havoc of arithmetic.

Sie OF SCOiM ODD ways of law 


Peons of Mexico Suffer the Most 
From Deadly Pest. 


Four Thousand 
Deaths 
Yearly Are 
»Caused by the Venomous Animal— 
Convulsions Precede Victim’* 
Final Collapse. 


Whatever 
the 
limitations 
placed 
apon 
life expectancy in Mexico in 
these restless days the Mexican acor- 
pion still holds the record as official 
executioner of the republic. 
Four 
thousand persons arc» reported to die 
ench year in Mexico from the stings 
>f scorpions. 


There are several varieties of scor­ 
pions in Mexico, some of them excede- 
Ingly 
venomous 
and 
others ’ little 
feared. In the neighborhood of Tepic 
the virulent centuris gracilis abounds, 
but It Is little known about the more 
northern state of Sonora. 
It is ohe 
of the most venomous creatures in the 
world. 


In the small city of Durango scor­ 
pions are perhaps more plentiful and 
more dangerous than anywhere else 
In the republic. 
Here the climate is 
humid and torrid—it is in the "tierra 
caliente"—and it Is estimated 
that 
more than 160,000 scorpions are killed 
each year, with no appreciable effect 
on their numbers* 


A scorpion resembles a diminutive 
lobster. 
Some specimens are eight 
inches long, though the average length 
is from two to four inches. The claws 
closely resemble a lobster's; with them 
the scorpion crushes its prey after dis­ 
abling it by means of a sting. 


The body of a scorpion consists of 
several segmented joints, the last five 
or more narrowing down to form the 
tall, whicli curls up forward over the 
body and terminates in the sting. This 
businesslike 
appendage is a horny, 
sharp spine containing two little open­ 
ings, which connect with the venom 
gland within th« cell of the last seg­ 
ment. 
In striking, the scorpion gives 
the tail a rapid lashing motion for­ 
ward in advance of the body and lit­ 
erally administers a hypodermic injec­ 
tion of poison, or rather several injec­ 
tions, for it usually stings repeatedly 
when it doeB strike. 


In color scorpions vary according to 
environment. One ordinarily colorless 
or translucent will assume a brown 
or blackish 
shade in dark surround­ 
ings. 
Scorpions live in the cracks of 
the sun-baked clay, under stones, in 
the chinks of the adobe huts and in 
the cracks In the plaster of old frame 
houses. 
They prey upon spiders and 
other night marauding insects. A spi­ 
der stung by a scorpion may be ob­ 
served undergoing convulsions just be­ 
fore death as animals or human beings 
do. 


Unless 
sleeping 
cots 
are 
well 
screened and the supports immersed 
Jn cans of kerosene or carbolic acid 
—-water evaporates 
too rapidly—the 
prowling scorpion may find Its way 
beneath the bed covers and sting the 
restless child. By nature it is a noc­ 
turnal pest. In Mexico every one takes 
a peep in the toe of his shoe before 
dressing in the morning to assure him­ 
self that no undesirable citizen is hid­ 
ing there. 


Contrary to common belief scorpions 
never 
commit 
suicide 
by 
stinging 
themselves to death—at least not in 
Mexico. In fact they seem immune to 
their own venom. 
Two well-matched 
specimens will battle to death if conJ 
fined in a jar, stinging each other re­ 
peatedly, yet the victor does not die. 
He tears his antagonist 
into 
small 
pieces with his claws and voraciously 
devours every trace of the vanquished 
foe. 
And the cannibal thrives on the 
diet. 


Some scorpion bites cause little 
more *han burning pain and numbness 
in the part affected for a few days. 
But 
the 
more poisonous varieties 
cau*e death, and that speedily, espe­ 
cially when they sting young children 
or debilitated old people. 
The lower 
classes of people suffer more than the 
well to do because of their custom 
of going ajxmt half naked most of the 
time. 


In serious cases the local numbness 
and pain or burning extend over the 
body in a few hours. 
Then follows 
a feeling as of a ball in the throat, 
the victim 
clutching his throat as 
though choking on a foreign body. 
Prompt treatment at this stage will 
usually save life. 


If not treated the mouth soon be­ 
gins to froth and the eyes become red­ 
dened an*i ^hypersensitive to light 
Within an hour or two the breathing 
grows shorter and more difficult, the 
body turns blue,^the pulse fails and 
convulsions set in. 
The convulsions 
recur frequently during several hours, 
but complete relaxation usually ushers 
in the end. 


Fortunately unconsciousness devel­ 
ops early, so that the victim does not 
suffer the tortures of one dying from 
lockjaw. 
The average time required 
for a scorpion sting to cause death 
)s twelve or fourteen hours. 
This is 
calculated to make some American 
rattlesnakes aehamed of themselves. 


Record of Strange Punishments 
and Stranger Crimes. 


Review of New and Old World Codes 
—German “Ducking Stool," Among 
Strangeat—Not 
for Witches 
and Scolda. 


A little while ago a juvenile offender 
was sentenced by the presiding judgo 
in an American court of law to six 
Saturday afternoons in bed. 
lie waft 
thus deprived of his weekly li61iday, 
and several of the new spaper that 
chronicled the 
incident 
gravely in­ 
quired whither our modorn' ideas of 
Justice were leading us. 
Those who 
are inclined to agree with the news­ 
papers, however, and denounce the 
sentence as tending to make a mock­ 
ery of justice, will do well to bear in 
mind that not only in America is it 
becoming the fashion to make the 
penalty fit the crime. 
Original forms 
of punishment are no longer the ex­ 
ception, but the very curious rule 


In one of the towns of northern Ger­ 
many the ancient "ducking stool" has 
been revived. 
But whereas, our an­ 
cestors employed the ducking stool for 
witches and scolding women, the pres­ 
ent revival is employed to cure ha­ 
bitual intoxication. 
A chair is fasten­ 
ed to the end of a long pole balanced 
over the edge of the water tank. The 
drunkard is tied into the chair, tho 
pole is tipped up and he receives a 
complete sousing.

The sentence of 
the court was that he should be im­ 
prisoned for one month, during which 
period he was to be taken_irom his 
cell every morning and tied to a post* 
in the leading thoroughfare. 
Here he 
was to stand for two hours exposed to 
the public gaze, bearing around his 
neck a large placard inscribed in bold 
letters with the words, “Wife Beater.” 


Every morning the wretched culprit 
stood in the public street surrounded 
by a crowd of women and children 
who appeared to take peculiar pleas­ 
ure 
in 
discussing 
the 
unfortunate 
man’s home life and his character, 
and expressing 
sympathy 
with his 
wife. It was a bitter penance, remind­ 
ing one of the old British institution, 
the stocks. 


In another American city a man, 
who was arrested for street fighting, 
was offered the choice of a month in 
jail or a flogging. He chose the latter, 
and was flogged by the court official 
from the prison gates to his home, 
howling pietously, to the great happi­ 
ness of a mob of onlookers. 


Strange as such punishments appear, 
there are countries which can boast 
of stranger crimes. 
In certain Si­ 
lesian towns a lady wearing a train is 
liable to arrest, the penalties being 
graded according 
to 
length of the 
train and the obstinacy of the offend­ 
er. 
The law has been passed in the 
interests of health, the danger that 
infectious diseases may be communi­ 
cated through the medium of trailing 
skirts being well known. 


A tradesman in a small 
German 
town who, at a public meeting, recent­ 
ly disturbed the audience by Inces­ 
sant sneezing was arreBted, and it 
was only with difficulty that he proved 
to the magistrate he had not purposely 
committed this "breach of the peace."

New York American states, is an oil 
that belongs in the category of spices, 
and this oil has a deadly effect upon 
certain pathogenic, that 
is 
to 
say, 
harmful bacteria flourishing in vari­ 
ous organs of the human body. 
The 
intestinal flora 
against 
which 
Dr. 
Metchnikoff wages his incessant cam­ 
paign are the best known of the path­ 
ogenic bacteria and are 
among 
the 
most dangerous. 
But 
tho 
microbe 
which causes colds is quite annoying. 
According to Doctor Haig, the great 
uric acid specialist, all colds are due 
to a combination of three things—a 
chill, a microbe or a uric acid tendency 
which prepares a cell for the microbes' 
growth. In addition to being a source 
of great discomfort a cold is danger­ 
ous as well, because the person suffer­ 
ing with it is always in jeopardy of 
pneumonia. The pneumonia germ, the 
diplococcus pneumoniae, is present in 
moderate »numbers in the mouth of 
perfectly 
healthy 
persons, but 
the 
mucous membrane forms a sort of pro­ 
tective wall against it to bar it from 
entering the system. During a cold 
the extremely delicate membrane lin­ 
ing of the nose, mouth and throat is 
intensely irritated and its protective 
efficiency is greatly weakened, afford­ 
ing the pneumonia uerm a better foot­ 
hold than when the membrane is in 
normal condition. 


Among the germs to which the oil 
of the onion is a deadly foe is the cold 
microbe, and by attacking it one of 
the causes producing colds is obviated. 
Thus the cold microbe, one of the nec­ 
essary three factors that caused the 
cold, an onion, eaten raw, will "drive 
out the cold/' 


Properly speaking, the 
onion ;s 
a 
vegetable, but because of its strong 
flavor we have come to regard it al­ 
most exclusively as a spice. There aro 
other spices which have just as good 
an effect upon the 
human 
system. 
According *o Dr. Alfred Gigon of Ba­ 
sel, spices ar <* a much abused constitu­ 
ent of the diet. 
He classifies spices 
into five divisions. Into the first class 
fall salt and the 
so-called 
aromatic 
spices—ginger, cinnamon, cloves, pep­ 
per, etc. These spices, by stimulating 
the flow of saliva and of the gastric 
juices, further digestion.

The blase was first discovered 
shortly after 2 o’clock by Miss Alice Shee­ 
ly, and the flames were then issuing from 
the roof. 
She roused her brothers and 
they, without taking time to put on any 
clothing, made a dash for the building. 
Realizing that the only possible thing 
they could do was the rescue of the stock, 
they devoted all their efforts in that di­ 
rection and in the space of a few minutes 
had gotten out 8 mules, 2 horses, 32 head 
of cattle and 
2 2 hogs. 
This done the 
heat from the burning building had be­ 
come so intense that the men had to give 
up the fight and watch the structure burn. 
In the building were stored 1600 bushels 
of wheat and rye, and 1 2 0 0 bushels oats, 
all the grain from the three Sheely farms 
being Btored in this barn 
There also 
burned a full equipment of farming ma­ 
chinery, threshing machine, 2 mowers, 2 
rakes, 2 buggies, spreader, and many oth 
er pieces of machinery, together with har­ 
ness and numerous other articles. Among 
the things destroyed was a new tiee spray­ 
er purchased only a few days ago 
The only theory as to the cause of the 
fire holds that some one must have been 
in the granery during the night, intend­ 
ing to steal grain, and that he caused the 
fire. 
The main barn was a two story af­ 
fair, 100 by 50 feet, and the' blaze origi­ 
nated in the upper floor 
The $4000 in­ 
surance was divided, $3000 ou the barn 
and $1000 on the crops. 
Of the insurance 
$2000 was in the Mummaeburg Company, 
Cl500 in the Gettysburg Mutual and $500 
in the Liberty and Independent. 


Stole Grandmother's Chickens.

Groft, it is alleged then turned to his 
grandmother and once more made a plea 
to be kept irom the law’s clutches. 
The 
old lady’s heart was touched and she went 
up stairsand camedown with the “ fiver.” 
The “officer” it is stated took the money 
and left the house. 
A few hours later it 
issaid both were seen spending the money 
for “ booze,” 


from an attack of typhoid fever, that she 
was able to leave that institution and has 
gone to New York city to recuperate. 


Kills Girl And Himself in Cab. 
Mervin F, R e b e r t , a Gettysburg produce 
dealer, Committed suicide Friday night in 
a Harrisburg cab after murdering Anna 
Hunsinger, of that city, with whom he is 
said to have been intimate for some time. 
Both the man and the woman were found 
dead in the cab by Charles Harbold, the 
driver who had taken them from the 
homo of Bess Heffner, 11 Grace avenue. 
Harrisburg, to 24th and Derry streets 
where he had taken them before. 
Har­ 
bold had stopped in front of the house for 
a minute or more and when there was no 
sign of the door b e i n g opened he got down 
from his seat, 
Ho received no re­ 
sponse and reached in to awaken the cou- 
pie who he believed were alsleep. When 
lie drew out his baud it was covered with 
blood. 
With a lighted match he saw that 
both tho woman and her companion were 
dead. 
The womaa’s head was nearly sev­ 
ered from her body, while Mr. Robert’s 
throat was cut from ear to ear. 
The kill­ 
ing was done with a small black handled 
penknife, the blade of which was about 
an inch and a half long. 
It was ground 
to a razor edge, however, which accounts 
for the effective work it did. 
Harbold 
raced to the Harrisburg Hospital, where 
physicians pronounced them both dead. 
The bodies were taken to Spicer’s under­ 
taking rooms, where the identification 
was maue through the police. 


The couple had quarreled earlier iu the 
evening, accordiug to Bess Heffner, who 
identified the woman. 
While in the cel­ 
lar at the Heffner place, Rebert struck the 
Hunsinger woman and knockcd her down. 
The Heffner woman ordered them ©ut 
and they went to the station and got a 
cab. 
This was about 1 1 o’clock. 


They aeked to be taken to 24th and 
Derry-streets, which was the same place 
they had been driven to on Thursday 
night, when the woman left the cab and 
the man was driven back to Harrisburg. 
During the trip out to 24th street Harbold 
heard no sound of either quarrel or strug­ 
gle. 
Rebert’s body was found on a seat 
leaning slightly forward. 
The Hunsinger 
woman was sitting bolt upright beside him 
with her feet on the front seat.

Well for Mothera to Know Best Thing 
to Do When a Child Haa Been 
Badly Burned. 


All children will play with fire un­ 
less they have been taught, either by 
precept or experience, not to do so, 
and accidents will happen even when 
every precaution has been taken. It is 
therefore most desirable in the case of 
burns that parents should know what 
—and above all what not—to do while 
waiting for the doctor to come. 
The first thing is to fight shock with 
all the resources at command, because 
shock is usually the immediate cause 
of death. Too often shock is aggravat­ 
ed rather than helped by the treatment 
it receives. 
Valuable time is wasted 
and 
un­ 
necessary agony caused in trying to 
remove tho clothing; then various ap­ 
plications of oil or of whatever else 
tho distracted bystanders may have 
heard was good for burns are made 
until by the time tho doctor arrives 
irremediable mischief is done. 
Do not W’asto time in any such way, 
but immediately prepare a w'arm salt 
water bath and gently place the child 
in it, clothes and all. 
If the clothes 
are much burned the warm Avater will 
make them easier to remove, and the 
child can be kept in the bath until the 
pulse and temperature show that a 
reaction from the shock has taken 
place. 
It will often be necessary for 
some strong and careful person to 
kneel and liold the patient in the best 
position. 
Even after the child has been placed 
in bed with the proper dressings the 
bath should be given again if there are 
indications that shouk is returning. 
Always remember that speed is essen^ 
tial. Even the slightest delay is dan­ 
gerous. 
Almost ©rery one believes that in 
the case d burns water is always 
harmful and oil always helpful. 
You 
Mill be wise to reverse the rule and 
learn it by heart. 
In case of burns 
fill the bath with warm W'ater, addMig 
salt io the proportion of a teaspoonful 
to a pint of water, and hold the child 
in it, clothes and all, until the doctor 
arrives.—Youth’s ComiJaaion.

That of the 
Poet, Robert 
Southey, 
Probably Ha« the Greatest Claim 
to Distinction. 


Tho library of Robert Southey, tho 
English poet, consisted of about 14.0001 
volumes. 
That Is probably the larg­ 
est number of books ever collectod btf 
a person of such limited means. 
His 
son writes that many of 
tho 
books 
wero in vellum or parchm ent bindings. 
His brother, Thomas Southey, was a 
skillful letterer; he painted the backs 
of the books in some bright color, and 
put the title on 
this 
colored 
back­ 
ground in large gold letters of the Old 
English type. 


Another fancy of the poet's was to 
h are all tho 
books of 
lesser value, 
which had become ragged and dirty, 
covered, or rather bound, in colored 
cotton prints, for the sake of making 
them clean and respectable, sinco hei 
could not afford to have so many put 
into leather bindings. 


His daughters, aided by any female 
friend 
who 
might be 
staying 
with 
them, performed that task, and they 
bound thus, at different times, some 
1,400 volumes. 
They filled one room 
completely, and Southey called It “tho 
Cottonian library.” 
He 
took 
great 
pleasure in watching 
and 
directing 
this work. Tho ladies would often suit 
the pattern to 
tho 
contents; 
they 
would clothe a Quaker work or book 
of sermons in somber drab, poetry in 
somo flowery pattern, and sometimes 
they would contrive a sly piece of 
satire at the expense of some work by 
their choice of its binding. There was 
ono convenience about this mode of 
binding, for tho books wore identified 
by their conspicuous dress, and Yery 
easily found.—Youth's Companion.

town, N, J„ Plant Blows Up. 


700 
POUNDS 
LET 
60 


The Victims Were Blown to Pieces 
and 
Many 
Nearby 
Towns 
Were 
Shaken. 
Six men wore killed and two were 
Injured in an explosion of 700 pounds 
of gunpowder at the Dupont Powder 
works, at Gibbstown, N. J., on the Dot- 
aware river, sixteen miles below Phil­ 
adelphia. 


All the dead men were employed In 
the gelatine inexlng house, which was 
leveled to the ground by the explo­ 
sion. They were: 


H arry Horner, of Paulsboro; m ar­ 
ried; had four children. 


Howard Clark, Paulsboro; married. 
H erbert Muljen, Paulsboro; single. 
Stanley Joka, Paulsboro. 
Stanley Kasper, Paulsboro. 
Joseph Schmust, Gibbstown, 
The 
injured men were employed 
near the mixing house and were al­ 
m ost buried under the debris, which 
was sent flying in all directions. They 
are Alexander Bonsack and Michael 
Sam. They will recover. 


The building in which the men loBt 
their lives was the scene of a similar 
explosion a little more 
than three 
m onths ago, when four men were kill­ 
ed and a score injured. It was a one- 
story brick structure, about 20 by 30 
feet. 


Under ordinary circumstances only 
four men work in this building. 
Two 
others were assigned as helpers. Offi­ 
cials of the plant were unable to tell 
the cause of the explosion. 


W hen the powder let go there was 
a wild scramble among the employes, 
of whom there are about 1 0 0 0 in the 
entire plant. The men in the mixing 
house were literally blown to pieces 
without a chance to escape. The de­ 
tonation set fire to the debris, but 
the blaze was extinguished in a few 
minutes. 


A gang of men was immediately put 
to work to dig the bodies from the 
ruins. Physicians from Gibbstown and 
Paulsboro, as well as those attached 
to the works, climbed over the debris, 
ready to give aid to any one who 
m ight be found alive, but all had died 
instantly. 


The detonation threw the towns of 
Paulcboro and Gibbstown 
into 
the 
highest state of excitement. A large 
part of the male population of both 
towns are employed in the powder 
works, and many women and children, 
fearing their loved ones had been kill­ 
ed or injured, rushed to the gates. 


The explosion was so heavy that it 
was felt through a large part of South 
Jersey and in many parts of Phila­ 
delphia.
